ECONOMICS OF CLOTHING AND DRESS. 


To purchase the materials for clothiug is usu¬ 
ally one of the duties devolving on the female 
head of the family ; and it is certainly not her 
least difficult duty ; it is one for the right yer- 
tormance of which she needs much discretion, 
a firm determination, and not a little knowl¬ 
edge. An indiscreet or ignornnl purchaser, 
may soon spend far more than is nccessrry and 
after ail, leave her family very destitute of 
clothing. In this department of purchasing, a 
woman is peculiarly liable to be tempted to in- * 
discretion; her natural admiration of thoWm- 
tlful, her emulation to be seen to possess what 
others have, all tend to assist the persuasive 
shopman in inducing her to buy not only what 
she needs, but also what she desires and does 
not need. How many a woman has entered a 
draper’s shop intending only to get some small 
requisite for family comfort, who has not come 
out again until she has lightened her purse by 
the purchase of what she thought “so wonder¬ 
fully cheap," or “so sweetly pretty,” that she 
really could not help buying it. But how often 
has that wonderfully cheap bargain proved to 
be quite a mistake, for it was what she could 
get at the same price almost anywhere ; and 
even if it had been cheap-priced, it would have 
been very dear to her, as she did not really 
want it. That too, which looked so sweetly 
pretty in the shop, has lost all its beauty, when 
it is brought home, and tbe conscious purchas¬ 
er knows that she has spent money which 
ought to have been appropriated to other pur- 

11 would be well for young persons if par¬ 
ents would consider it a necessary part of edu¬ 
cation, to teach them how to spend money 
properly. This may be done, by taking them 
to see various things, without feeling it neces¬ 
sary to buy them. It is also an excellent plan 
to let them, under kind guidance, spend for 
themselves whatever sums of money the par¬ 
ents can afford, or choose to allow, for their 
clothing. Experience may be less dearly 
bought by them while they are young, than 
when they have the responsible duties of wife 
and mother. 

A morning spent by a judicious mother in 
initiating her daughter into the morality of 
shopping, is aptly described by Miss Taylor, in 
! a paper, entitled, “ I can do without it." The 
result and concluding remarks of which are so

When Ruth returned home, she was pleased i 
to think, not only that she had saved her mon- ; 
ey, but that not one of the articles she had 
wished for was really wanted. She now con- 1 
gratulated herself, that to the mere pleasure of 
novelty, which would have lasted bat a few 
hours, she had not sacrificed a sum which 
would hy-and-by purchase things which she 
would really want, and she could not do with- 

“ Unnecessary expenses always rob either our¬ 
selves or others ; we either deprive ourselves of 
something essential to our comfort afterwards : 
or defraud the poor and destitute of their just 
claims. Economy and liberality go hand in 
hand. Ruth found during many futute years, 
that the motto thus early adopted, was of ex¬ 
cellent use as a check upon her expenditure : 
indeed, it led her to form habits of self-denial, 
which were of essential importance to her dur¬ 
ing life. She was dressed with a graceful sim¬ 
plicity, far more pleasing to persons of good 
sense and good taste, than a more studied style; 
and thus by purchasing only such things as she 
could not with comfort and propriety do with¬ 
out, she had always a little overplus with 
which to relieve her poor neighbors, and for 


wa; sadly bad with the rheumatize, ‘poor Betty 
Brown would have had to do without this, if I 
had not sometimes recollected I can do without 

“ There is no danger of economy degenerat- 
. ing into covetousness, when what is saved from 
one needless gratification is devoted to the real 
t wants of others. If I had not remembered my 
motto, thought Ruth on another occasion, when 
, the man called yesterday with his box ol lace, 

: I should not have had three and six pence to 
i spare for the bible to-day. And, oh how much 
better I can do without a piece of lace in my 
frock, than mv poor neighbor can do without a 
bible ! 

“How many a superflhous article of dress, 
how many a trifle that wearies and disgusts al¬ 
most as soon as possessed, would be dispensed 
with; and how many more of the destitute 
might be relieved, if persons would but recol¬ 
lect, and recollect ip time, Rutlq’s excellent 
motto, 'I can do'without it.’ ” 

We would advise 6iir readers to adopt this 
motto as their own, and they will find the right 
use of it to be a wise step towards discretion in 
the purchase of clothing. How many might 
be saved the necessity of saying, I must do 
without it, had they been early taught volun¬ 
tarily to say, I can do without it. 

But a good and economical manager, when 
she finds that she really must have some article 
in question, will think again before she goes to 
a shop for it, and just look over all her pieces 
and garments that are laid by, and see whether 
she cannot by some good contrivance obtain 
the article of clothing needed, from something 
already possessed, but which in its present form 
is of little or no value. She will also make 
quiie sure, that the time she must necessarily 
spend in shopping, might not be better employ¬ 
ed in tidily mendinc, so as to enable her to de¬ 
fer purchasing ; doing this, will be equal to re¬ 
ceiving, for the time, the interest otas much 
money as she would have spent; which, espe¬ 
cially if her husband be in trnde, may be of 
more value than his wife may at first think; for 
instance, if by mending a set of shirts, she can 
put off for six months spending one pound in 
buying new ones; it is possible that her hus¬ 
band during that time, may by trading with the 
one pound, make two pounds of it. 

It is a true saying, and one which has much 
meaning in it, that “a man must ask his wife’s 
leave to thrive,” and the woman who means 
that, as far as in her power, her husband shall 
thrive, will most scrupulously avoid getting 
into debt for clothing. We may imagine cir¬ 
cumstances that can justify a temporary debt 
for food, but for clothing it is in most cases un¬ 
justifiable ; and the more limited the means, 
‘he more wrong it is to contract a debt. A 
•ise woman will say, “ I must and will do with¬ 
out new clothing until I can pay for it."

making up a flannel gown for an old goody t who 


spy for the government. This man, as he him¬ 
self stated, entered into an agreement with Ma¬ 
jor Sehlessinger so convey about one hundred 
and fifty emigrant passengers to South Amboy, 
and have them shipped thence on board a ves¬ 
sel down tne bay, wmeu was to convey them to 
New Orleans and Texas. 

It appeared that for a week preceding the 
arrest of the Cleopatra, which he stated was to 
convey the men destined for the expedition to 
the south, he was giving information to the 
government of everything that took place be¬ 
tween him, Mr. O’Sullivan, and the other pai- 
ties in the alleged expedition, and who placed 
implicit confidence in him till a few doys be¬ 
fore the vessel was taken by the U. S. Marshal. 
He testified to several other interviews that 
took pluce between him, Mr O’Sullivan, a Cu¬ 
ban named Sanchez, and others in relation to 
the expedition, but when asked what was said 
during a conversation which he had upon the 
subject with the Spanish Consul to this city, 
in whose service he also appears to have been 
engaged, he refused to answer, and was com¬ 
mitted for contempt of court. Shortly after 
bis committal he was illegally liberated from his 
confinement by some unknown authority, and 
seen walking through the city. The court 
informed of this, and without investigating 
by whom he was freed from jail, or who was 
responsible for his custody, ordered him to be 
finded $250, and recommitted until such time 

he should consent to answer. After this he 

s again allowed to go at large, but up to the 
present date no definite action has been taken 
' i the matter by the Court. 

Another witness named Hannibal Rakow, 

■ho, according to his own statement on the 
stand, went on to Washington to offer his ser¬ 
vices to the Spanish Minister and the Secretary 
of Slate, and who was engaged in carrying va¬ 
rious communications from one tp the other of 
these high functionaries, testified that he was 
engaged to join the expedition in wljich he was 
to obtain the rank of Major; that he had se¬ 
cured various valuable papers in relation to it 
from other parties; and that he had enlisted a 
number of men. 

Udwarddv, another witness for the prosecu¬ 
tion, stated that he engaged to go upon the ex¬ 
pedition in the capacity of an officer, and that 
he was with General Lopez in New Orleans.— 
Mr. Van Buren said, during the examination of 
this witness, that he desired to prove by his 
own testimony that he had received at one time 
8140 from Gen. Lopez, to pay for the board of 
himself and associates ; that instead of putting 
it to that use, he ran off with it to St. Louis, 
where he married a respectable young woman 
whom he deserted after a few weeks. The court 
however informed the witness that he need not 
s-ate anything which would criminate himself, 
or subject him to a criminal prosecution. 

The testimony of the other witnesses would . 
fill a large volume, but a great paitof it related 
to unimportant details. 

Abundant testimony was poduced to prove that 
these witnesses were not only supported at the 
expense of the government, but that they re- 
received large bribes to induce them to testify. 
In fact, so liberal was the bounty held out by 
the District Attorney, or the officers acting un¬ 
der his direction, that a large number of per¬ 
sons, tempted by the high price offered for any 
evidence that might tend to convict the defend¬ 
ants, voluntarily presented themselves, in the 
hopes of being hired by the government. Fre¬ 
quent interviews were proved to have taken 
place between Burtnett, the spy, and agents of 
the Spanish Consul, in the District Attorney’s 
office, and papers which it was supposed might 
in any way, implicate the defendants, were pur¬ 
chased by one of the officers of the United 
States Marshal for two or three hundred dol¬ 
lars each .—New York Express. 

The Quaeres in Pennsylvania have remon¬ 
strated by memorial to the Legislature of that 
State against the enactment of the bill for pre¬ 
venting negroes or mulattoes from emigrating 
into, or settling in Penneylvania. They speak 
very favorablyof the general character of the 
free blacks, saying that m many of the rural 
districts they form an important part of the la¬ 
boring classes, generally sober, industrious and 
orderly. We recommend this evidence to the 
especial consideration of the Colonization Soci¬ 
ety, and the believers generally of the total de¬ 
pravity of the free blacks.

Temperance in New Brunswick.— 
The Liquor Bill now pending before the 
Provincial Parliament (says the Maine 
Fountain) is a strong one—on some points 
ahead of its model, the Maine Law.— 
Whether it passes or not, the strong ex¬ 
pression already had in its faror is fraught 
with rich encouragement to our Down 
East brethren. It augurs that the “ good 
time coining,” at worst, is not far disTant. 
The Temperance Telegraph, published at 
St. John, thus speaks of the bill; 

“ That it is stringent, it cannot be de¬ 
nied ; that is the beauty of it. Once ad¬ 
mit the expediency of prohibiting the traffic 
by legislation, and the greater the precau¬ 
tion against the infringement of the law, 
and the more effectual the check upon the 
evil doer, the better it will be, both as re¬ 
spects execution and the popularity of the 
law. Of what use is an officer, if having 
got a grip of an offender, he has not the 
strength to hold him? Of what effect is 
a penal law, if it is not rigorous enough 
to inspire fear ? Though the penalties are 
heavy, who is to suffer them ? Not the 
good citizen, who respeets and abides by 
the law— but the outlaw, who is not en¬ 
titled to the sympathies of the public. No 
one is obliged to sell liquors. No person 
is compelled fo make a living by the traffic ; 
therefore no one need incur tbe penalties 
of the law ; and if he does, he has no 
one to blame but himself.” 

The Maine Law at Albany.— We un¬ 
derstand that some such adjustment of the 
Maine Law question as the following is 
influentially advocated at Albany : 

1. The passage of the Law, to take ef¬ 
fect (contingently) one year from the first 
of May. 

2 The submission of the same fo the 
People at a Special Election to be held 
sometime in June or July next. 

3. If the People vote Yes, the law to 
take effect as aforesaid; if No, to be con¬ 
sidered a dead letter. 

We shall be very glad to take the law 
in all its rigor even on such conditions.— 
We are confident the People would sus¬ 
tain it by a handsome majority, though 
we should apprehend that the Legislature 
chosen next fall would repeal or bewitch 
it in defiance of the People’s sanction — 
(This must be guarded against.) But it 
is even more likely that the affiliated Rum- 
sellers of our City, who have a fund ade¬ 
quate to tbe purchase of two average Leg¬ 
islatures, will not allow it to pass in any 
shape. We shall see.— N. Y. Tribune 


Fatal accident. At Abington on Mon¬ 
day last, a girl named Harriet Raymond, 
nine years of age, daughter of Lewis Ray¬ 
mond, was killed under the following cir¬ 
cumstances ; The family had lately moved. 
On the day in question tbe daughter went 
to the old house which was unoccupied, to 
feed some kittens left there. She opened 
a back window for the purpose of gaining 
admittance. An hour afterwards she was 
found hanging from the window perfectly 
dead.—The window had fallen, striking 
her in the back of the head and confining 
her there.—From appearances she lived 
some time after the accident, as no bones 
were broken.—She probably died of suffo¬ 
cation. We are indebted to Mr. Ford of 
the Abinjton express for the above state¬ 
ment.— Mail. 

Schools in Bangor. —Bangor, with a 
population of not quite fifteen thousand 
inhabitants has fifty-two public schools. 
Thirty-five are annual schools, two are 
kept in winter only, and fifteen summer 
and winter. The annual schools are di¬ 
vided into five grades, of which fourteen 
are primary, eleven intermediate, four 
grammar, two select and two high schools. 
The whole number of scholars returned 
in May last, was 5230. 

Three new school houses, affording ac¬ 
commodations for six schools, have been 
erected the past year, under the superin¬ 
tendence of the school committee. The 
whole amount appropriated for schools 
and school houses the last year, including 
bank tax, was $20,014,38- The amount 
expended $18,859,35, leaving unexpend¬ 
ed the sum of $1,155,02. 

Bangor has one of the best school sys¬ 
tems in the State. The citizens are 
liberal in their appropriations, acting up- 

perity and growth of the city they must 
also ensure prosperity to their schools, 
and supply their children with good ed¬ 
ucational advantages. That is the true 
principle, and Bangor, and Portland, and 
Bath, and Augusta, and Biddeford, the 
most prosperous places in the Slate, are 
reaping the advantages of it. A city or 
town with niggardly school appropria¬ 
tions must assuredly run down.— Hal- 
low ell Gazette 


Colored Artists. —Among the Daguer- 
reotypists of Hartford, Conn., is Augustus 
Washington, a colored roan, who takes 
good likenesses and enjoys a very liberal 
patronage from white citizens. This fact 
shows that the prejudice of color is not so 
strong as has been generally supposed.— 
Miss Greenfield, as black as midnight, has 
been singing through the Free States, and 
has been rapturously applauded by crowd¬ 
ed audiences—of whites. And if a new 
Raphael or Murillo or Canova should be 
developed among the Afric Americans of 
our day, who doubts that his genius would 
be generally recognized and heartily hon¬ 
ored ? 

The Blacks of this country should neg¬ 
lect no opportunity for acquirement in Ag¬ 
riculture, Science, Art, but especially in 
the Mechanic Arts. Let each youth 
among them be trained a carpenter, black¬ 
smith, wheelwright, cabinet-maker, or to 
some other trade, if possible, then let each 
proficient take as many colored appren¬ 
tices as he can instruct and employ. Let 
the whole Race give a preference to each 


other’s workmanship so far as possible, 
and so stimulate the tendency to mechani¬ 
cal pursuits. “ The tools to him who can 
use them ; ” Skill and Industry are sure 
of ultimate triumph. 


THE SENATE AND THE RIGHT 
OF PETITION. 

Last Monday, in the Senate, Mr. Wal¬ 
ker of Wisconsin, presented the petition 
of citizens of Milton, Rush county, Wis¬ 
consin, signed by almost all the inhabi¬ 
tants of the place, praying the repeal of 
the Fugitive Law. On his motion it was 
laid on the table. Had Mr. Walker sent 
the petition back to his constituents, his 
treatment of them would have been just 
as respectful The plain duty of a repre¬ 
sentative of the People is, to secure a re¬ 
spectful consideration of their requests. 

Subsequently, Mr. Seward of N. York, 
presented four petitions of citizens of the 
State of New York, and a memorial of 
the Calen Quarterly Meeting of the Re¬ 
ligions Society of Friends of Pennsylva¬ 
nia, praying for the repeal of the Fugitive 
Slave Law, and one petition of inhabi¬ 
tants of Marcellus, New York, praying 
that Congress may institute measures for 
the extinction of Slavery in the United 
States; which he moved might be re¬ 
ceived, and, without reading, might be re¬ 
ferred to the Committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr. Mason of Virginia, somewhat lofti¬ 
ly remarked that he would not interfere 
with the motion of the Senator from New 
York. His object, we presume, was, to 
arouse some of the “ Northern Allies” to 
their duty, so that they might relieve 
southern gentlemen of the disagreeable 
necessity of attending to such offensive 
matters. 

New Hampshire furnished a fit instru¬ 
ment for the work. Mr. Norris of that 
State, whose election some years ago to 
the Senate was hailed by the Free Soilers 
of Lowell, Massachusetts, with acclama¬ 
tions, and signalized by the firing of a 
hundred guns, rose with alacrity at the 
intimation of his superior, demanded a 
division of the question, and then moved 
that the memorials relating to the Fugi¬ 
tive Law, that highly humane and popular 
measure, be laid on the table. The mo¬ 
tion was decided in the affirn.ative, as 
follows: 

Yeas. —Messrs. Adams, Atchison, Bad¬ 
ger, Bayard, Borland, Bradbury, Brod- 
head, Brooke, Cass, Clarke, Clemens, 
Cooper, Dawson, Dodge of Iowa, Doug¬ 
lass. Downs, Felch, Gever. Gwln, fluiuet, 
Jones of Iowa, Jones of Tennessee King, 
Mallory, Mangum, Mason, Miller, Norris, 
Rusk, Sebastian, Spruance, Underwood, 
and Walker—33. 

Nays. —Messrs. Chase, Davis, Dodge 
of Wisconsin, Fish, Foote, Hale, Hamlin, 
Seward, Sumner, Upham and Wade—11. 

Maine and New Hampshire were di¬ 
vided, Vermont, Massachusetts, New York 
and Ohio, embracing a white population 
equal to that of the entire south, had the 
honor of casting an unbroken vote in fa¬ 
vor of the right of petition, and against a 
law disgraceful to a free country. Clarke 
of Rhode Island has gone over to the pro¬ 
slavery party, along with Walker of Wis. 
and Mtjler of New Jersey. James of R. 
Island, and Smith of Connecticut, did not 
vote. Douglass and Cass, the represen¬ 
tatives respectively of what is styled 
“ Young Democracy,” and “ Old Fogies,” 
voted as usual, with the slavery parly. 

But Mr. Norris had not done. The 
petition praying Congress to institute 
measures for the extinction of slavery (is 
not the Ebony line proposed by some as a 
measure of this kind?) was yet to be dis¬ 
posed of. Mr. Norris moved that it be 
laid upon the table; but his eagerness to 
do service led him to commit a blunder, 
which Mr. King, the President, kindly 
suggestd to him, “ Does the Senator from 
New Hampshire,” said he, “object to the 
reception of the memorial, and move to 
lay the motion to receive on the table ? ” 

“ 1 object to the reception,” was the an¬ 
swer. In the conversation that sprung 
up, there was danger that Mr. N. might 
escape the responsibility, of the assault on 
the right of petition ; and Mr. Hale put 
the question distinctly to the Chair, wheth¬ 
er the objection was made by the Chair, 
or by the Senator from New Hampshire.

and it was decided as follows :

So the petition was not received—the 
Free Soil Whig from New York Mr. 
Fish, voting this time in disregard of the 
right of petition. 

Mr. Hale followed with a memorial 
against the Fugitive Law, which was also 
laid upon the table. On presenting it, he 
made a statement which places the sub¬ 
missive Mr. Norris and his friends in a 
very disagreeable predicament. 

“ I wish to call the attention of the Sen¬ 
ate, before they pass upon the petition, to 
one fact which occurred uponahe floorof 
the Senate some two years since- fbe 
honorable Senator from South Carolina, 
[Mr. Butler,] not now in his seat, gave 
notice, upon a certain occasion that he 
would never again object to the recep¬ 
tion of one of these petitions The rea¬ 
sons for that announcement I do not re¬ 
member that he gave. And on the same 
occasion the honorable Senator from Vir¬ 
ginia, [Mr. Mason] now in his seat, said 
that he would never interfere with any of I 
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these petitions that might be presented by 
—such as 1. And I believe in accordance 
with these declarations of those Senators 
who were supposed to be qualified to look 

after the interests of the institution of- 

those who undertook to protect this bill— 
they never have interferred since.” 

Mr. Mason assented to the correctness 
of the statement. 

Here, then, is a fact to be pondered.— 
After Messrs. Butler and Mason, of the 
Sonth, have given up their war against the 
right of petition, and announced their pur¬ 
pose no longer to interefere with the dis¬ 
position of Anti-Slavery petitions, Mr. 
Norris, a Northern man, elected with tbe 
general understanding that he was a Free 
Soil Democrat, is the first man to outrage 
this great constitutional right, pet-forming 
with shameless zeal, work for Southern 
men which they are at last ashamed to do 
for themselves.— National Era.

JUDGE JAY ON MR. WEBSTER. 

Probably no public man, in this coun¬ 
try, is so often corrected as the Secretary 

has been on both sides, he is. of course, 
always in opposition to a party which, at 
some time, has counted him among his 
friends. But his mistakes are not only 
politics and morals. His taste in litera¬ 
ture, and his knowledge in Greek and 
Latin, he never attempts to exhibit, that 
somebody more correct, or of greater 
erudition, does not at once call him to 
account for a blunder. He is no more 
fortunate in regard to matters of fact, 
and has to be set right whenever he opens 
his mouth. Judge Jay. in a letter to the 
Express, corrects no less than three false 
statements made in his last public speech 
at Washington. The letter is as follows: 
To the Editors of the Express : 

Your paper of the 28th ultimo con¬ 
tains a report of remarks, recently made 
by Mr. Webster in behalf of the Aieri- 
can Colonization Society. In this re¬ 
port, that gentleman is represented as 
saying: “ Bushrod Washington was its 
President, and after him Mr. Jay.” It 
is prop-r that the error respecting Mr. 
Jay, whatever may have been its source, 
should be corrected, as it may mislead 
such of your readers as are not familiar 
with the history of the Society. My 
father could not, consistently with his 
religious principles, and his often express¬ 
ed sentiments, in regard to our colored 
population, have given the stighest coun¬ 
tenance to an association which, from the 
first, has relied for its success on the ex¬ 
istence and justification of a cruel perse¬ 
cuting prejudice, and whose object is 
recommended as lending to render the 
institution of Slavery more secure and 
more profitable. Of conrse, Mr. Jay 
never held office in the Society, nor con¬ 
tributed to its funds. 

Mr. Wehstcr i« ■4-~ ■ opicsetnea as say¬ 
ing, in substance: 

“ The Colonization enterprise, like 
most benevolent enterprises, began with 
individuals. Clarkson and Wilberforce 
laboured long before they could enlist the 
sympathies and influence of the Govern¬ 
ment in its behalf.” 

Should it be inferred from this lan¬ 
guage lhat these eminent and excellent 
men regarded the American Colonization 
Society as a benevolent enterprise, the in¬ 
ference would be most erroneous. 

Wilberforce.l after the true character 
and tendency of the Society had been 
developed, united with a number of his 
Anti-Slavery friends and coadjutors in 
publishing a protest against it. The doc¬ 
ument after specifying various objections 
to the practical operations of the Society 
and the sentiments it advanced, conclud¬ 
ed in these words : 

“ We must be understood utterly to 
repudiate tbe principles of the American 

Colonization Society.” 

Sir Thomas F. Buxton, the friend of 
Wilberforce, and his successor as parlia¬ 
mentary leader in the Anti-Slavery cause, 
thus expressed himself in a printed let¬ 
ter of 12th July, 1833; 

“ My views of the Colonization So¬ 
ciety you are aware of; they do not fall 
Jar short of those expressed by my friend 
Cropper, when he termed its objects dia¬ 
bolical."

Correspondence from Maryland. 

Baltimore, April 0, 1852. 

Me. Editor :—We have not had anything of 
much, interest, connected with Slavery, fo r 
some time until this slave case in New York, in 
which Mr. Wm. Reese of this city is a prominent 
Methodist, and a Class Leader, and I consider 
that he has disgraced the Reese name, and the 
name of Baltimore Methodists by mixing himsell 
up with the abomination of Slavery. The 
Reese family in this State and city are nume¬ 
rous, and very talented. They have been sti led 
“ thefamous Reese stock of Maryland.” Doct. 
John S. Reese is President of the Annual Con¬ 
ference of the. Methodist Protestant Church. 
Rev. E. Y. Reese is editor of thp “Methodist 
Protestant,” and President of the Maine Liquor 
Law Association, of this city. Rev. H. H. 
Reese is a Presiding Elder in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and a delegate to the next 
General Conference. This is the kind of peo¬ 
ple who are disgraced, by having One of the 
name published to the world in connection 
with slavery. It is just to say, that the Metho¬ 
dists generally in this city, do not hold slaves, 
an.d are oppored to the practice from religious 
and conscientious motives. But I am sorry to 
say, the Methodist Preachers, do not preach 
against slavery. They are nearly silent on the 
subject. 

I think during the coming year, in the next 
Presidential campaigh, we shall have some 
wholesome agitation here. At present every 
thing connected with Free Soil, Slavery and 
Abolition, is in a state of universal stagnation. 

I am glad to say however, in relation to the 
Temperance cause, that a very interesting state 
of things exist.

We give our readers a fuller account this 
week of the late atrocity in New York. Bar¬ 
barism itself would blush at it, cannibals would 
be ashamed of it, but it is a fair illustration of 
our “ national" politics and hunker religion.— 
It is what the American people are to be caljed 
on to endorse at the ballot-box in a few months. 
.Let them understand it. The N. Y. Tribune 
says: 

It will be remembered, dud so the evidence 
on the trial shows, that Preston, the alleged 
fugitive, was arrested in the afternoon of Tues¬ 
day last, on the pretended charge of stealing; 
that his master in Baltimore was immediately 
telegraphed that his man was caught; that oil 

the same evening he appointed Mri Busteed, of 
this city, his agent to pursue and claim the fu¬ 
gitive for him ; that the claimant’s son came 
en tho next day. He arrived here in the even¬ 
ing, went to Busteed’s about 11 o’clock, and 
had an interview with him Busteed, next 
monng, made an affidavit, swearing positively 
and unequivocally to the slavery, the title and 
the escape, making out the whole case. 

Preston, the “ Fugitive,” was taken by Officer 
Martin to the Tombs and locked up in the 
Sixth Ward cells. He could not, nor could 
Mr. Culver, his counsel, learn that any com¬ 
plaint had been preferred against him, or any 
warrant issued, or any examination had, or any 
commitment made oat. He was locked up in 
that place, as he says, till 12 or 1 o’clock at 
night, (mark the hour ! ) then taken out and 
conducted to the Second Ward Station-House. 
There he was held till the claimant’s son arriv¬ 
ed, when, it appears, he, together with Busteed 
and Martin, held a consultation at the Second 
H ard Station-House. Preston’s wife, his coun¬ 
sel, and several of his friends had been untiling 
in their pursuit of, and inquiry for him, but 
could learn nothing whatever until a man hal¬ 
loed to the wife in the Park that they had just 
taken her husband into the U. S. Court-room. 
Preston’s counsel and wife hurried with all 
speed to the Court-room, but on arriving found 
a witness sworn and giving evidence. 

When the case was adjourned on Friday af¬ 
ternoon to Saturday morning, it was with the 
avowed understanding on the part of Preston’s 
counsel, and assented to by the Commissioner, 
that if the latter should deny the motion made 
and argued by Mr. Jay to quash or dismiss the 
proceedings, then the counsel should go into 
their defense on tbe merits. To that end, sever¬ 
al witnesses were in attendance; others had 
process out for them, to be served as soon as 
found Some of these witnesses had known 
Preston in Baltimore, and were prepared to 
prove the declarations of his former mistress as 
to his freedom, and the provisions in her will to 
that effect. By others it wa3 proposed to show

respect for personal rights, he was lrustlr 
the lock-up of the Sixth Ward Station 
lower part of tile Tombs, not under the control 
of the regular Warden of that prison, and kept 
there in a manner which might not disgrace the 
justice of Persia or Tarlary, but is a foul blot 
on New York. The offence charged was a 
bailable one; ample bail was offered, but it was 
refused. The worst of criminals. — a pirate, a 
murderer, a violator of helpless women — are 
allowed to see counsel and prepare for hie de¬ 
fence ; a legal gentleman of the highest respect¬ 
ability having, after long search, discovered 
the place of this man's sequesteration, went 
there and demanded to see him as counsel, but 
was turned away from the door, and was not 
even allowed to see the warrant upon which he 
was immured. 

Such is the justice in New York meted out 1 
Such is the respect for personal rights which 
officers of the law here exhibit! Such that 
equality of privileges of which Mr. Webster so 
pompously boasted ! 

Bnt the morrow developed a new phase of 
the affair. The charge ot larceny was laid 
aside to give place to the cha'ge of slavery — 
The alleged theft of other people's property was 
supplanted by the theft of his own person and 
his own freedom. The man was a slave, and 
had stolen his liberty. That was all. And, in 
order to gain time to seize him for this offence, 
the charge of stealing had been trumped up, 
and the man had been grabbed and treated 
worse than if he had been guilty of the most 
infernal and unnatural crimes. And finally he 
was taken before Commissioner Morton in an 
out-of-the-way place, near the United States 
Court Rooms, where a pi'e of wood nearly 
blocked up the entrance, and there the exami¬ 
nation was commenced, with no counsel piesent 
to protect his rights. Mr. Culver afterwards 
arrived to undertake his case, but no time was 
allowed him to consult with the negro, or to 
examine the papers on which he was held. — 
The slave-owner had rights, but the presump¬ 
tive freeman none 1 

The process consisted simply in hearing the 
testimony on eacli side only ; in allowing the 
witness on whose affidavit the arrest was made 
to refuse to answer on tross-examination, and 
to withhold all facts that n ay have been in his 
knowledge bearing on the right of the prisoner 
to his freedom ; in declining to take any meas¬ 
ures to compel the attendance of an important 
witness in attendance on that side, although the 
respectable counsel declared it to be of vital 
consequence ; and in finally deciding the case, 
and hurrying the man off int i slavery with that 
evidence unheard and unconsidered. 

The Commonwealth says— 

The evidence was not legal. An apostate 
Free Soiler, or rather a hunker who professed 
to be a Free Soiler, when he thought votes were 
to be got by it, named Busteed, was both counsel 
and witness, and prepared the affidavit on 
Which!Preston was arrested, swearing positively 
to facts of which he had no personal knowledge 
This was the main testimony on wlpch the 
claim rested, and before the rebutting testimony 
which the counsel for the defence were, ready 
to produce, could be heard, the ten dollar Com¬ 
missioner was satisfied and certified the man's 
liberty away as if he had been a dog. This 
Commissioner’s Court might well be called a 
Court for the perpetration of rascality by stealth. 
Eying and perjury are its regular processes. — 
Yillany is its avowed purpose. It proceeds 
upon the principle that it is better that a thous¬ 
and freemen should be made slaves, than that 
one slave should be made free. All this is per¬ 
fectly illustrated in poor Preston’s ease aqd has 
been illustrated in every case which has yet 
come before this rascal cjurt. Yet the good, 
stupid population of these free Stales are made 
to believe that the very salvation of all our good 
institutions depends upon our working out a 
sufficient amount of this worse than infernal 
vill&ny! 

The New York post says : 

Great horror is expressed at the African slave 
trade even by slave-holders We remember that 
President Tyler, in one of his messages, spoke 
of it as a cruel, atrocious, and accursed traffic, 
lavishing upon it epithets of the most vehement 
denunciation. The cruelty and atrocity of the 
slave trade consist mainly in tearing men and 
women from then- families and homes, in separ¬ 
ating those whom God has joined, and sending 
its victims to hopeless servitude. The Fugitive 
Slave Law brings the barbarities of that trade 
to our doors. Instead of being perpe-rated .by 
pirates, armed with pistols and cutlasses, they 
are committed by lawyers, policemen, and depu¬ 
ty marshals, who plead the law as their warrant, 
and instead of taking place on a coast inhabited 
by savage tribes, they are inflicted in a country 
claiming to stand in the first rank of civilization, 
and to be the freest in the world. 

This is the principal difference in the cases.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 

The Hungarian Committee has left Vienna in 
high dudgeon. The Cabinet steadily refuses 
to make concessions which could in the course 
of time militate against the unity of the Em¬ 
pire, and the Hungarian nobles will never sup¬ 
port or serve a Government whose professed 
aim is to reduce Hungary to the level of a com¬ 
mon. Austrian province. “ The machinery of a 
Government cannot work” say the Hungarians 
“ as long as the vis inertia of the nation clogs 
its wheels, and this will always be the ease until 
its just demands are granted.” The Govern¬ 
ment is playing a hazardous game, and many 
experienced’ politicians are of opinion that the 
chances are against its winning: they even 
prophecy dissolotion of the administration, and 
possibly of the Empire. 

The majority of south German States, Wurt- 
emburg, Baden, Hesse Darmstadt, have declin¬ 
ed conferring with Hanover about the establish¬ 
ment of a North Sea fleet. Bavarina, Saxony, 
and . the smaller northern principalities have 
promised to attend the meeting. The Electo¬ 
rate of Hesse has not yet decided. 

The Chambers have just been opened in 
Wurtemberg, Nassau, and Oldenburg. The 
chief business in these assemblies is to revise 
the Constitutions, with a view to cancelling all 
clauses that guarantee popular rights, or enable 
the popular will in any way to influence of 
affairs of State. The Governments of the three 
States have strong majorities, as everwhere else 
in Germany.

■•My dahlias are all frozen,” said a 
voting gifl in my hearing foeotbcr day 
Ch - how sorry I am ?” “ Oh, how glad 

t am ” said her brother, a fine looking 
r “low of nineteen, whose manly face and 
symmetrical proportions showed that he 
had had good physical training in life. 
••Glad! why, Henry?” “Yes, l am 
glad. If I had my way, every one of 
your fol de rols should go over the fence, 
and the garden should be turned into a 
sheep pasture.” 

Now, boys, are there not two many of 
you that feel just so?—that forget that 
G<10 has blended the useful and beautiful 
together, through all His works; and 
that there can be no harmony without 
this blending. 

It seems to be the fashion of the world 
to run into extremes. If a matt is a me¬ 
chanic he is all mechanic; if a farmer, 
nil farmer ; if a florist, all florist, &c. 
The man of science is too apt to look 
with contempt upon the hard-fisted son of 
toil; and the toiler turns with equal con¬ 
tempt from the white-fingered delver a- 
mong books. Now this is all wrong, from 
the boy who spurns his sister’s flowers, 
to the statesman who spurns the Irish¬ 
man’s buggy. Every thing is useful in 
its place, and the man who loves the 
beautiful of this world, will be all the 
belter and happier if he makes that love 
useful; and he who loves the useful will 
enliven his care-worn hours, by strewing 
the beautiful around him. The mechanic 
will not he a loser by knowing how to 
prune up an apple tree, or trim a grape 
vine, nor a bit less happy for understand¬ 
ing and appreciating the beauty and fra¬ 
grance of a hyacinth, or a lilac ; neither 
will it injure the farmer boy to know how 
to make a rake or a hoe handle; and it 
would be, if he would try it, a pleasant 
recreation to help mother and sisters 
beautify and adorn their homes. 

Help the girls and they will help you, 
when you need them. Learn to love the 
same things, to sympathise with each oth¬ 
er in lttlle, as well as great matters, and 
half the antagonism of life will vanish 
like the cloud of the morning. 

I know a dozen men who will not con¬ 
sent to have a flower vase in their house, 
though their wives love flowers as well as 
birds loves sunshine. My word for it, 
such men will soon learn their wives to 
refuse to go to barn-yard to look at and 
admire the fine calf or colt, and then will 
their wives have little eye for the beauty 
of a ploughshare or a drilling machine. 

Now, boys, what I wish to say to you 
is, that nothing that God has made is be¬ 
neath your care ; and that you will be 
more useful and efficient men, if you cul¬ 
tivate all the faculties of your nature, 
and give to each one the highest possible 
development you can, under the circum¬ 
stances in which you are placed. I have 
seen men, who thought it beneath them 
to admire a flower and love music, or 
shed a kindly tear, or give way to a gen¬ 
erous emotion ; men who have hardened 
their hearts till the heart that was once 
good, soft, loveable flesh and blood, be¬ 
came as unimpressible as granite. Better 
be too gentle than too rough. There are 
great geniuses who bend all the powers 
of mind and body to one point, and thus 
upon that one point become masters of 
the art. We need a few such men. But 
they are not always the most useful to 
their day and generation. It is the man 
who has the mind to grasp a hundred 
things and to do them all to the satisfac¬ 
tion of himself, of his neighbors and 
friends—making himself useful in the 
whole round of common life duty, who 
receives the highest reward in this life 
from his fellows, the reward of grateful 
hearts for the happiness they have strewn 
around them. 

This is a very discussive letter. But

VENTILATION. 

We see Mrs. Swisshelm has given her 
readers quite a chapter on ventilation. If 
people could be aroused to a proper consid¬ 
eration. of such an important subject, it 
would be by such go to the root of the mat¬ 
ter paragraphs as these : 

“People are beginning to ventilate pub¬ 
lic halls so that one can sometimes hear a 
lecture without being obliged to inhale 
other people’s cast off breath, with its foul 
gases; but churches generally hold close 
communion , and with a most brotherly per¬ 
tinacity the same mouthful of air is breath¬ 
ed by the whole congregation. Sister 
Brown throws it out of her lungs with a 
few seeds of consumption in it, and then 
Brother Jones takes it into his chest, and 
gives it back with a tobacco flavor, and so 
on round, each one supplying from his or 
her store-house some animal matter to make 
the precious little moTsel of breath, shut up 
within the four walls, good and thick for 
family consumption. If their minds do 
not become assimilated by a communion of 
faith, their bodies might by the general 
. union and communion, and mixing up of 
the gases and vapors of their mortal part. 
People who would not eat out of the same 
dish with another, or sip with the same 
spoon, think nothing of taking into their 
lungs, and incorporate g with their blood 
the particles of foul matter which has pass¬ 
ed off from that other’s system. 

“We would much rather submit to an 
indiscriminate use of tooth-brushes than of 
breath. It would not appear half so dis¬ 
gusting to put another person’s tooth-brush 
into one’s mouth as it would be to lake his 
cast out breath into one’s lungs; and in a 
crowded church without great care in ven- 
t tilating, this process is regularly going on, 
and so we just as regularly go#fT.”

WARNER’S PEN.

Yeast. —The bitterness of yeast, which 
is often a cause of complaint, may be re¬ 
moved by straining it through bran, or by 
dipping red hot charcoal in it. But the 
most effectual and easily available remedy 
is to put the yeast into a large pan, and 
cover it with spring or well water, chang¬ 
ing it every three or four hours, The 
bran seems to impair the strength, and the 
coal sometimes stains it, but the water pu¬ 
rifies it in color and taste. 

This mode of using water for keeping 
and purifying yeast has been adopted by 
some of the American housekeepers with 
entire success. So says the Gardener’s 
Chronicle.

More than 800 kinds have been tried in 
this country, not one twentic^i of which are 
worthy of cultivation, unless one would 
spend liis time and money in experiments. 
Most of these varieties are from Europe, and 
after all that has been done to ransack that 
vast country in search of new fruits, native 
pears of this country far more valuable have 
been neglected: some have flourished and 
disappeared, leaving not a trace. Scarcely 
a foreign pear can be found that has not some 
defect in tree or fruit, in orchard culture, — 
even the famous Bartlett was much injured 
by the winter of 1847—8. 

We have a number of fine native pears, 
and are getting more, and there are many 
even old trees, that have not yet been made 
public. Almost every year we collect some 
valuable native, and now have a number of 
pew kinds on .trial, that are very promising, 
but not well tested.” 

Amateurs have done much by the intro¬ 
duction of foreign pears, but some have com¬ 
promised this advantage, in some measure, 
by too hastily recommending numerous kinds 
that are comparatively worthless, which has 
led to disappointment and discouragement. 
More attention to our best native pears will 
lead to improvement, and a fair trial of for¬ 
eign kinds by exposure in orchard culture, 
should precede their recommendation for 
general use.— Cole's American Fruit Book.
